In light of the 1/29/03 interview summary, Applicants' pointed out some 
inconsistencies that needed to be addressed. The Office is replacing the "final 
rejection" of 1 1/26/02 with the following new office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-1 1,13-15,17-25 and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b,b,e,e) as 
being clearly anticipated by WO 98/33948, WO 98/59089, EP 0963455 or Neerinck et 
al. (USP 6,228,471 ) respectively. 

These references all teach the claimed diamond film coated on an object.
